WASHINGTON. — President 
Ronald Reagan has reaffirmed 
that the U.S. will not talk direct- 
ly to the Palestine Liberation 
Organization until it first meets 
America’s long-standing 
minimal conditions, including 
recognition of Israel's right to 
exist. This is up to the Palesti- 

nians, the president said. 

Reagan was responding to repor- 
ters’ questions on Thursday of last 
week following visiting Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak's public 
uppeal Wednesday evening that the 
U.S. open a “dialogue” with the 
Palestinians. The Egyptian leader 
did not specifically mention the 
PLO, but that was his clear intent. 

Winding up two days of discus- 
sions at the White House, Mubarak 
seemed to go out of his way to re- 
assure the Americans and Israel 
that his earlier statements calling 
for a U.S.-Palestinian dialogue, 
Palestinian self-determination and a 
Palestinian “national entity” did not 
signal a weakening of his support 
for the Camp David peace process. 

Muburak's remarks had become 
the source of some concern among 
official U.S. and israeli sources 
here, 


President Mubarak employed his 
toast at a state dinner to call for a 
U.S. dialogue with the Palestinians. 

“The U.S. can make a great con- 
tribution to peace through 
promoting a meaningful and uncon- 
ditional dialogue between Israe! and 


all Arab parties willing to 
negotiate,” he said. 

“No party should be excluded 
from this process, A first step in this 
direction is an American dialogue 
with the Palestinians. This would 
encourage moderation and rekindle 

“We are determined to pursue 
our peace efforts unti] a com- 
prehensive settlement is reached ac- 
cording to the Camp David ac- 
cords,” said Mubarak. "1 intend to 
maintain close cooperation and 
congultalion with President Reagan 
and his administration und we are 
looking forward to seeing him in 
Cairo." 

Mubarak also invited President 
Reagan to visit Egypt, but U.S. of- 
ficials said that no specific date has 
γαῖ been set. 

Reagan, standing beside the 
Egyptian president, said the U.S. 
and Egypt are commilted to a 
peaceful solution of the Arah-tsraeli 
irnute 

“President Mubarak has assured 
us that Egypt remains committed to 
a peaceful solution of this conflict, 
and to that end, we'll spare no effort 
lo achieve a comprehensive peace, 
as set in the Camp David 
agreement,” Rengan said. 

“During our talks," he added, 
“we reaffirmed our commitment lo 
press ahead with the autonomy talks 
in order to reach agreement on a 
declaration of principles, which is 
the best means of making tangible 
progress for the solution of the 
Palestinian problem in all its 
aspects, as envisaged by Camp

Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam told reporters after 
the vote that the resolution was a 
“sweeping and overwhelming vic- 
tory for freedom and a defeat for 
aggression,” particularly in view of 
what he called the “threats and 
blackmail of U.S. officials.” 

The fact that non-aligned states 
such as Ecuador, Haiti, Liberia, 
Zaire, Panama and Mexico did not 
vote in favour of the resolution is at- 
tributed by observers to these 
American efforts. 

Israeli officials at the UN were 
surprised by Austria's abstention, 
On the other hand, Brazil and 
Turkey, which have been tilting in 
recent years towards the Arab posi- 
tion, abstained in the vole, while 
Greece and Cyprus, which maintain 
diplomatic relations with Israel, 
voted in favour of the resolution.

WASHINGTON. — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak has told a 
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delegation of Jewish leaders that 
Isracti-Egyptian relations probably 
will be strengthened — rather than 
weakened — following Israel's final 
withdrawal from Sinai in April. 

Meeting Friday at Blair House 
with a combined delegation from 
the Conference of Presidents of 

Major American Jewish Organiza- 
tions and the World Jewish 
Congress, Mubarak explained that 
Israel's occupation of “a spot" of 
Sinai represented a continuing 
. Egyptian ‘grievancy against Israel. 
Once removed, he said, it may make 
“rélations with Israel “even better.” 

Jewish participants present dur- 
ing the nearly one-hour meeting 
emerged generally reassured ‘by 
Mubarak’s repeated promises to 
honour the Camp David Accords 
and the Israeli-Egyptian pence 
treaty ufler April. 

“He struck me as n mun of great 
pride in his country,” said one 
Jewish leader. “He was very self- 
assured, someone who is not likely 
to break his word." 

Irwin Cotler, president of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress, called 
Mubarak “very impressive,” adding 
that the Egyptian leader had

“demonstrated a redeeming sense 
of hurnour when appropriate, and in 
some instancés, he was even more 
effective than Sadat." 

Heading the delegation were 
Howard Squadron, chairman of the 
President's Conference, and Edgar 
Bronfman, president of the World 
Jewish Congress, 

He said Saudi Arabia's eight- 
point peace plan put forward last 
Augual by Crown Prince Fahd was a 
“draft, not a plan,” merely a com- 
pilation of various UN resolutions, 
No one was committed Loit, he said, 
“Cump David is the only com- 
mitment." 

Regarding Jerusalem, Mubarak 
said only that his position was that 
of Sadat's, Probably recognizing the

lt is no coincidence that the 
Camp David agreements do not 
mention the concept of self- 
determination, they said, and 
Mubarak’s call is thus a total con- 
tradiction of Camp David. They 
also described Mubarak's words as 
“one more in a series of Egyptian 
utterances which indicate that 
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Middle Eust peace in the near 
future, they said, while noting 
Mubarak did reiterate his country’s 


Mubarak on Saturday discussed 
Middle East peace prospects and 
other major issues with British 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
in what a British spokesman 
described as “a very cordinl and 
friendly atmosphere." 

The British spokesman said most, 
of the discussion was about the 
Arab-Israeli issue. He said they 
agreed “‘it is particularly necessary 
that Israel should complete her 
withdrawal from Sinai by the plan- 
ned April 25 deadline and that the 
pence process started at Camp 
David should be maintained.” 

He said Mubarak expressed 
Bratilude for Britain's agreement to 
provide a small contingent for the 
Planned 2,500-man Middle East 
peace-keeping force in Sinai, 

Mubarak, who had already met 
with French President Francois 
Mitterrand and Pope John Paul Tl, 
left for Bonn and a meeting with 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt after 
his tatks with Mrs. Thatcher. 

Meanwhile, the official Saudi 
State radio last week advocated 
direct negotiations between the 
Arabs and Israel on condition that 
Israel accept the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization as party to such 
Negotiations, according to news 
agency reporis from Riyadh. 

f ihe reporis are correct, this 
would be the first time Saudi Arabia 
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Responding to olher questions, 
sources present during the closed 
session sald Mubarak appealed for 
patience in continuing the peace 
process, ᾿ 

When someone ‘referred to the 
wide gaps separating the Israeli and 
Egyptian positions on some key 
autonomy issues, Mubarak recalled 
that Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin had once insisted that Israel 
could never withdraw from the 
Sinai settlements, “Lei us see what 
we can creale,” the Egyptian leader 
said’ 

But he strongly rejected the 
Israeli notion that autonomy was 
only for the West Bank and Gazan 
Palestinians, not for the land. 

There was one strained moment 
during the meeting when Mubarak 
was asked why more Egyptians do 
not visit Israel. In reply, he said 
there Were many exciting places lo 
visit in Egypt, adding that there was 
not much to see in Israel, 

When grumblings were heard in 
the room, Mubarak quickly tried to 
Correct himself, explaining that he 
himself had believed that before ac- 
tually visiting Israel.

Accordingly, representatives of 
scheduled airlines welcomed the 
new regulations as a step in the right 
direction.

Hitherto, if they failed to fill 
the planes with Germans wanting to 
come here, for example, they sold 
tickets to [sraelis wishing to visit 
Europe. Now they will not be able 
to do so if they fly on the scheduled 
carriers’ routes.

Argument continues over 


untested cancer treatment:

Use of experimental drugs on 
human beings continued us a major 
issue of controversy in Israel last 
week, following the death on 
January 30 of Reuven Mu‘ayan, a 
terminal cancer patient, one day af- 
ter the High Court formally rejected 
his appeal for the right to be treated 
with DMBG, ἃ locully developed 
drug not yet tested on humans, 

On Sunday of last week, Prime 
Minister Begin Lold the cabinet that 
the case of Reuven M 
shocking case of a sick man, who 
had sought and been denied a High 
Court order becuuse of legalistic 
formalities. 

The court, in its reasoned judge- 
ment, upheld the refusal of the 
Ministry of Health to grant permis- 
sion fur the use of DMBG, 
developed by Israeli doctor David 
Rubin. (Dr. Rubin has since been 
requested by physicians in un-un-- 
named foreign country τὸ come and 
Ureul ἃ cancer patient.) 

Heulth Minister Eliezer Shostak 
said an television later that he was 
giving the “green light" for the use 
of the DMBG unti-cancer drug 
denied to Mirayan on the grounds 
that it had not been sufficiently 
tested, Bul Shastak backiracked the 
next day ind leld [srae] Radio that 
the drug weuld not be used an 
humans immediately.

ductors for terminal patients. 

Attorney-General Yitehak Zumir, 
whose staff had urgued the Health 
Ministry's case before the High 
Court, was reportedly stung by the 
prime minister's remarks. 

At the Health Ministry Inst week, 
the committee on clinical tests 
decided thal eaperiments with 
DMBG on animals should be com- 
pleted “as quickly us possible" so 
that proper clinical tests on cancer 
Pitlients can be luunched, 

The drug was conceived by Drs. 
Eli and David Rubin, who huve 
been trying it on animals at the 
Weizmann Institute of Science. The 
drug is being produced wt the 
Hebrew University's chemistry 
taboratory by Prof. Yisrael Shahuk. 
Prof. Ezra Suhur of the Sheba 
Hospital has several times over the 
years expressed his reudiness to try 
the drug on human patients. 

The Weizmann Institute, 
meanwhile, issued ἃ stalement 
clarifying the toxicity tests made in 
its animal breeding centre on 
DMBG: . 
I. Such tests, which measure the 
tuxicity of potential drugs in

The ‘interests of all’ would be safeguarded 
Autonomy: What Israel wants

Israel's position on autonomy for 
the Arabs of Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza was officially published fast 
week by the Government Press Of- 
fice in Jerusalem. 

The document said that Israel's 
positions on autonomy indicated its 
readiness to observe the Camp 
David agreement “fully and in 
every detail, in letter and in spirit, 
while safeguarding the interests of 
ull concerned." 

Here is the text of the Israel stale- 
ment: 


A: In the.Cpmp David agreement signed on 
17 Seprémbor 1978 between Egypt and Israel, 
with the United’ States signing as a witness, 
agreement was reached on ἢ plan for the solu- 
lion of the problem of the Palestiman Arabs, 
that includes a proposal for full autonomy for 
the Palestinian Arabs living in Judea, Sumoria 
und Gaza. The manner of establishing this 
autonumy, a5 well as its powers, were lo be 
determined in negotiations between the 
Signatories. (Jordan was invited to participate, 
bur did not respond,)_[t was Israel that first 
raised the idea of autonomy thul was Iater io 
serve as the basis of the Camp Dand agree- 
meal. For the first lime in the history of the 
Palestinian Arab inhabitants of Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza district, they were offered an ap- 
Ppoertunily of Uns hind to conduct their own af- 
fas by themselves. Since 1979, talks have 
heen held for the implementation of this 
agreement, There were intermissions in the 
Hegoliutions, but Wilks were resumed inten- 
sively im the suinmer of 1981, leading 10 8 
thoroughgoing clurification of the positions of 
the partes.

ONE CAN understand, and sym- 
pathize with, the reaction of the set- 
tlora in the North last week when 
they expressed their opposition to 
any military action against the 
terrorists in Lebanon following the 
capture of three terrorists who had 
crossed the border from Jordan. 

These people, whose children 
have grown up in air-raid shelters, 
and who live with the constant fear 
of being subjected to yet another sul- 
vo of indiscriminate rocketry, have 
since lust June enjoyed a long- 
forgotten tranquillity, They want 
nothing to jeopardize the “peace,” 
nothing to end the respite which-has 
mude life livable ugain along Israel's 
northern frontier. 

But there is a problem, and it lies

And hecuuse of the escalation of 
lerror incidents, coupled with ever 
shriller cries about goverament in- 
acuon, the gevernment changed its 
Policy to a pre-emptive one, Israel, 
ik was annaunced in the clearest 
terms, would no longer wait for the 
terrorists lo strike: the IDF would 
lake the initintive. Get to the 
terrorists and destray thelr offensive 
capability before they can reach the 
border — that became government 
policy. And the policy bore fruit — 
for a while, anyway. 

But then, last June, tor reasons 
which had little if anything to do 
with the situation along the 
northern front, which was relatively 
quiet, Israel initinicd a series of 
Strikes against targets in Lebanon 
which eseakited to a point which 
made American intervention inev- 
itable. A cease-fire was negotiated, 
if not directly with the PLO then 
certainly including the PLO, putting 
a stopper on Israel's policy of pre- 
emption. Moreover, the govern- 
ment wis at such pains to explain 


Israel’s dilemma 
over terrorists 


On January 30 three Fatah terrorists were captured at 
Mehola, about 20 kilometres south of the town of Beit 
Shean, after crossing the border from Jordan. Israel 
authorities charged that the infiltration was a violation of 
the cease-fire reached after the flare-up involving Israeli 
forces and the terrorists in Lebanon last summer, Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon said that the terrorist action was 
conceived in Lebanon, and that Israel would not ‘view with 
equanimity the fact that the cease-fire is kept in one region 
only,’ referring to the Jewish settlements in the north. 
Sharon's comments came amid rumours that Israel was

home, and without turning what 
used to be a conflict uf a more or 
Jess regional nature into an inter- 
national one? 

And as for the people of the 
North, how could the government 
justify turning their buckyurds intoa 
buttlefield for reasons of national 
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security that de net directly cane 
cern them, ural feast are as remote 
Trom them as the problems of the 
North ore from the day-to-day: ex- 
istenve of the residents of Tel Aviv. 

Israel's dilemma is that it is 
damned if it wels, und damned if it 
doesn't. Thus immobilized, the 
government cin only stand by und 
watch us the terrorists grow 
stronger and rebuild the infrastruc- 
ture so puinstukingly destroyed just 
afew months ugo — destroyed ut a 
tremendous cust finineially and in 
teems of (sruel's international im- 
uge, nol to mention the loss of life. 


IN PURE military terms — and 
thuse seem to be the terms gover- 
ning the thought process not only of 
the general staff, but of the minister 
of defence and some of his cabinet 
colleagues—there could be no better 


time for dealing with the terrorists 
in Lebanon. Putting aside the 
weather factor for the moment, all 
the cards are on Isruel's side. The 
PLO is in internal disurray; there 
are still two munths before the Sinai 
is handed back, thus limiting Egyp- 
tiun and American reaction; Sya.a is 
still deploying in the Bekuw'a missiles 
whose destruction would be an ad- 
ded blow to the PLO. Syria, with its 
internal problems, and its un- 
precedented isolation in the Arab 
world, would be unable to react. Jor- 
dan, now physically committed to 
the Iran-Iraq conflict in opposition 
to Syria, woutd most probably 
quictly upplaud an addition to the 


‘Syrian-PLO problem. Suudi Arabia 


would heave a sigh of relief at the 
spiking of τὰς Syrians’ and 
terrorists’ guns, which. at present 
evuld be turned against Saudi in- 
ferests alinost at will, The Euro- 
peans would temper their criticism 
given the current sensitivity of rela- 
tions over the participution of some 
of their number in the Sinai mul- 
finational force. And perhups a 
lightning strike with lightning 
results would not be all that bud for 
the government's inige (and even 
for national unity) at this point, as a 
counter lo the picture of cabinet 
dissension, and tutional quibbliag 
over issues such as the budget und 
Yamit.

The goal of making Isracl a 
point of ingathering for all Jews has 
not been fully realized, says Prof. 
Rotenstreich, because the Jewish 
stale was, and continues to be 
regarded as a place of “refuge for 
persecuted Jews.” Herzl’s emphasis 
on the formation of the state to 
combat assimilation, 88 opposed to 
stressing posilive aspects, he main- 
tains, is responsible for forming 
“the great divide” which currently 
splils the Jewish people, 


Those living in the free, Western 
Societies see Israel as a good cause, 
but “only to support.” And, says 
Rotenstreich, “no serious recon- 
sideration is foreseeable." 

Israel has survived the void 
Created by this “missing pop- 
ulation," he notes, but it would 
benefit tremendously if more 
Westerners moved to Israel. 

Director-general Rosen con- 
cedes that “we are still a long way" 
from breaking up the divisions of 
the Jewish people, which in itself 
Poses ἃ challenge to Zionism, but 
he points out that the existence of a 
modern Jewish state has been 
responsible for the development of 


a sense of “Jewish peoplchood” 
that was weak, if not non-existent.

_On the move

MORE THAN 13,000 Americans, 
primarily Jews, know more about 
Zionism today than they did before 
the Zionist Caravan's recent swing 
through the American West Coast. 
“We met with 400 people, face- 
to-face, each day of our five-week 
information tour,” reports project 
co-director Jon Medved, who 
himself moved to Israel from 
California. ‘We also spoke about 
Israel and Zionism during media ap- 
pearances that réached 3.5 million, 
and briefed an array of officials, 
ministers. and opinion-makers, in- 
cluding 14°mayors and Governor 
Jerry Brown of California." 
‘Fellow director Steve Leibowitz 
notes that the Caravan had two 
specific goals, in addition to its 
general information and goodwill 
aims: “We came to tell Jews that 
their persona! affiliation to the 
Zionist movement is essential in 
order to show their solidarity. We 


also wanted to emphasize the inex- 
tricable ties between anti-Zionism 
and anti-Semitism.” 

The Caravans are a project of the 
WZO Department of Information, 
and have already toured in most 
European countries as well as in the 
USS. Also participating in this latest 
American visit were Beth Wiener, a 
professional musician, Baruch 
Shalev, of the WZO Student Divi- 
sion, and Daniel Zaidenberg, an ex- 
pert video technician. 

“Hasbara has passed the stage — 
thank goodness — where all we do 
is crank out leaflets on the 
mimeograph and wait for people to 
come and ask for them,” says 
Medved. “We are a much more ac- 
tive kind of information specialist. 
We seek out the people with poten- 
tiul interest and tell them of our ex- 
periences and ideals." 

Leibowitz was particularly impres- 
sed by un outpouring of Christian

Jerusalem, the instituie is both a 
research centre and a graduate and 
Postgraduate department of the 
faculty of humanities. 
... The. department, founded in 1960 
by Professor Moshe Davis, con- 
tinues to provide a training ground 
for teachers dedicated to the study 
of contemporary Jewry in all of its 
aspects. Through the use of various 
academic disciplines, (historical, 
demographic, sociological, 
educational and psychological) the 
institute fills an important 
educational role as a Strategic 
research vehicle in conlemporary 
Jewish thinking both in Israel and 
overseas. 

Avni, who specializes in the Jews 
of Latin America, Spain and Por- 
tugal, underscores the basic ap- 
Proach of the institute: “We 
dedicate a lot of energy to preparing 
our facully members to teach a 
variety of studies in Israel and in in- 
stitutions abroad. 

“The emphasis in our work is on 
research and teaching, but al the 
same time we strive to develop the 
history of Zionism ‘in the various 
cedivinunities abroad. 

“After all, the Zionist idea was 
born abroad: It was the Diaspora 
that created the conditions for the 
establishment of the State of Israel, 
and we continue to see the Diaspora 
as a vital force in its-existence.”

such institutions to da so. 

Graduate students may chvose 
the study of Zionism as their main 
course, while others are offered in 
the history of the Yishuv, the 
development of Zionist ideologies 
and the World Zionist Organization, 
the diplomatic history of Zionism; 
the development of Zionism in 
various countries of the world, and 
research methods in studying 
Zionism. ' 

According to Dr. Gideon 
Shimoni, coordinator of Zionist 
studies and author of the recently 
published work, Jews aud Zionism, 
The South African Experience, 
while Zionism ts taught at virtually 
all universities in Israel, the In- 
stitute of Contemporary Jewry of- 
fers the broadest perspective. 

“Whether we teach about 
Eastern European Jewry or the Jews 
in Latin America during the 
Holocaust, the emphasis is always 
on Zionism; In fact, Zionism is a 
common denominator that runs 
throughout all the courses given 
here.” 


THE TWO AREAS of study which 
attract the most students and, 
therefore, the most attention, are 
Holocaust studies and the history of 
Zionism. 

“On balance — and for reasons 
too difficult to completely analyse — 
the Holocaust has stronger attrac- 
tions, particularly in the Diaspora, 
than does Zionism on a parallel 
basis," says’ Shimoni, “However,

According to Geodman, students

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(Schwerin) ᾿ 


are teachers who are highly 
motiviled: “The subject matter is 
dear to them. They are deeply in- 
volved." 

Two ‘years ago, the Education 
Ministry recognized the need to in- 
clude contemporary Jewish studies 
at high school level, thereby in- 
creasing the teaching opportunities 
for graduates of the institute. 

As aresearch centre, the institute 
has produced scores of books and 
booklets on contemporary Jewish 
civilization, Some of the books 
published by the institute's 
academic staff include Prof. Israel 
Kolatt's studies on the history of the 
Yishuy and Dr. Michael Cohen's 
work on thé diplomatic history of 
Zionism during the period of the 
British Mandate. The institute is 
currently plinning a major research 
project lo produce a systematic 
study of the period of Israel's 
emergence and its years of infancy 
(1947-1956). 


WHAT OF the ivory-tower image 
so often associated with institutes of 


higher learning? “We ure nol con- 
fined to the walls of the university,” 
says Shimoni. “The institute has 
always aitiched the greatest impor- 
tance τὸ maintaining a cluse haison 
with the leaders and practitinners al 
contemporary Zionism and Jewish 
life.** 

Professor Haim Avni provides 
anulher answer’ "Academie file in- 
fluences community stuludes and 
world thinking. Our research in the 
division of demography, for exuin- 
ple, provides one of the must 
authoritative sources on the amount 
of aliya and yerida, Our research 
has become busic to uny argument. 
We present the general infurmation 
to the larger public with more 
realistic features [han most people.” 

To further encourage the in- 
stitute's outreach goals, the Hug 
Beit Hanassi (President's Circle} 
was inaugurated during the 
presidency of the late Zulman 
Shazar. The study circle continues 
today. 

The Institute of Contemporary 
Jewry conducted ils sixth biennial 
international seminar at Beit 
Hanassi last December. The theme 
of the seminar was The Varieties of 
Jewish Identity Today. Participating 
in the conference was a colloquium 
of Jewish scholars and public 
figures in Zionism from round the 
world who were invited to join their 
Isracli counterparts in Jerusalem.

Navon says. “But the High School 
in Israel participants surprised me 
— nearly all raised their hands.“ 

The programme was started in 
1972 by Morris Kipper and the 
Greater Miami Jewish Federation 
on a pilot basis. With an office in 
Miumi, run by Kipper, High School 
in Isracl now sends five groups of 
several dozen teenagers ench year 
for two-month programmes. 

So fur, 550 have taken part, and a 
surprisingly large aunber of the col- 
lege graduales among them have 
alrendy settled here: “Hit warks far 
hundreds,’ Navon.. suggested,

way to the airport is enough to ruin 
the generully good impression the 
visitor may have of (srael,” he 
says. “TP want to show the tourists at 
beautiful Israel and beautiful 
Israelis." 

\t is this message — instead of 
military news — that the country 
must promote. In any case, Sharir 
says he feels the beautiful Israel is a 
more accurate picture, 

He is concerned specifically 
about the fact that so few Jews from 
abroad see fit to visit the country. 
Only 20 per cent of American Jews, 
for example, have come os tourists, 
and the latest statistics show that 
more Germans visit Israel than

Another area that has been 
relatively neglected so far is that of 
“popular” tourism. In the next few 
years, Sharir says, more efforts will 
be spent to encourage the building 
of two-and three-star hotels, rather 
than the four-and five-star edifices 
that have dominated most of the 
country's tourist centres until now. 
Israel, he says, should be available 
to a wide spectrum of tourists from 
the luxury traveller down to the 
back-packing student. 

One urea in which special efforts 
ure to be made in the neur future is 
the Dead Sea, an area Sharir con- 
siders to be “a gold mine." 

“We found a 2,000-year-old 
cosmetics fictory, there.” he says, 
“and it is still a place tu go for 
beauly treatments.” 

For the Israeli, Sharir is still keen 
on pulting through a@ bill which 
would make it possible lor an 
employer: to pay an employee's 
vacation in the country without 
deducting part of the payment from 
him us income tax. This could be a 
miassive incentive for Isruelis to 
spend their holidays at home, rather 
than to go abroad. 

Sharir — who came to office in 
the midst of a local and worldwide 
tourism crisis — is happy that this 
year has seen a decline of only three 
per cent in the number of incoming 
tourists. In comparison with other 
countries which lost [ΒΓ greater 
numbers of tourists, Israel did well. 


THE TOURISM CRISIS was large- 
ly ἃ result of problems in the world 
economy, but local factors also ex- 
acerbated the situation. The airlines

and charter c§mpanies have been 
engaged in charter price wars, es- 
pecially in dealing with the UK, that 
have made some operators shy away 
from doing business with Israel. 

It doesn't help tourism, Sharir 
says, for a client to buy a package 
deal and then to read an advertise- 
ment in the paper the following 
week which offers the same tour for 
£100 less. 

Shurir supports the idea of 
charters, but says that the present 
anarchy in the field must be 
eliminated. 

Another area of potential trouble 
in tourism is with taxi drivers who 
May overcharge and guides who 


take their groups to shops where the . 


visitors feel forced to purchase 
things they don't want, 

Sharir points to recent “surprise 
attacks" which the ministry has 
made on such tourist exploiters and 
he feels that there has been 
improvement. In some cases, 
ministry inspectors have gone along 
with groups of tourists, while posing 
as visilors, and have taken action 
against the culprits. 

The world tourisin crisis will con- 
tinue this year, Sharir says, but he 
hopes that the Prime Minister's 
Tourism Conference will help offset 
the slump. 

If it depended on peuple in the 
tourist industry, he says, the figures 
could start climbing back up this 
year, But many aspects of tourism 
are linked with factors quite beyond 
our control: the political situation, 
the economic picture — even the 
dictates of what country is in 
“fashion" are all out of the hands of 
the tourism official, although they 
affect the number of people who 
come. One incident or statement 
can shatter all one’s efforts. 

But a consciousness of the impor- 
tance of tourism is still lacking in 
Israel. The public does not feel the 
importance of the industry. 

The biggest problem now, Sharir 
says, is to make every tourist who 
visits Israel want to come back. 
“This is a job for every one of us, 
tourist worker and ordinary citizen 
alike, And if we succeed, there need 
be no tourism crisis,"

“RELIGIOUS, tourists are véry 
pedantic, particular, even spoiled,” 
says Rubbi Binyamin Perry, long- 
time Plaza Hotel rabbi who is mov- 
ing to the hotel in the Omariya plot.

Europe, Puerto Rico, even the 
Canary Islands, rather than Israel.’

Ode 'perion preparing for this is 
‘uv: Eshkol; director general of the 
Upper Galilee and Golan Tourist 
“Development Association, Eshkol, 
known as “Bebale," for many years 
managed the Ayelet Hashahar guest 
house.

Eshkol was a pioneer in refuting 
Ben-Gurion's dictum that Jews will 
not serve. The guest houses provide 
warm hospitality, in a homey at- 
mosphere.

Nothing must be overlooked, 

Eshkol said. The tomb of the 
Tatmudic sage, Honi Hama‘agal, is 
reputed to bring ubout miracle 
cures.

Northern riches 


ONCE in the reserve, we found 
ourselves in a large eucalyptus 
grove. The trees towered above us 
and Eitan Guzman, director of the 
reserve, told us that they were 
planted 80 or 90 years ago by Jewish 
settlers in the area. 

Even before we were lo see the 
reserve, we went back to the road to 
a point above it where we could 
take in the sweeping view. Clearly 
visible was the Huleh busin, drained 
in the early 1950s. 

The reserve is a 3,100 dunam 
(about 780 acres) tract, all that re- 
mains of the 63,000 dunams of 
Huleh swamp. Some of the birds 
and animals and vegetation have 
disappeared, Guzman said, but 
other species have been saved. Not 
only the reserve, but the sur- 
rounding fish ponds, are filled with 
birds, some of them migrants and 
others more permanent inhabitants. 

Located between the sea and the 
desert, on the major route from 
Europe τὸ Africa, Israel attracts a 
myriad of birds every spring and 
autumn and many end up saying 
for the winter. 

The reserve is a hird watchers 
paradise, With an enclosed tower 
with ‘narrow slit windows at one 
point of the two kilumetre trail. 
Binoculars are also available for ἃ 
nominal fee. Further along the trail 
1s 4 lung bridge, spanning a shallow 
lake, complete with straw blinds 10 
hide the observers from the birds. 

We suw a pair of pelicans sunning 
themselves by the lake shore. The 
tree stumps in the centre of the lake 
were studded with cormorants dry- 
ing their feathers. 

Ducks and coots abounded and 
even Guzman found himself leafing 
through his bird book to identify 
them. Meanwhile, in the water 
below, we could make out the fish. 
Enormous catfish swam by, just 
beneath the water's surface. 

In the distance, we could hear the 
bellows of the jamoos, the water 
buffalo brought by Beduin from 
Egypt about 1.500 years ago. Since 
then, the jamoos hdve run wild. 
After the Huleh was drained, it was 
thought that they had died out. Bul 
asmall herd was found at the source 
of the Jordan in 1967 and brought to 
the reserve. 

Great Jumbering beasts of a halfa 
ton each, they’ can slither with 
agility under fences. In the reserve 
they are used to crop the large 
vegetation to allow other smaller 
plants to grow. 

Here; tropic vegetation and that 
from northern climes grow freely in 
a unique-mixture, At one point, we 
saw European yellow irises and 
Egyplian papyrus plants growing 
side. by side. -

FROM THE time they prepare the 
- ground for seeding until they finish 


transporting produce to foreign 
markets, Israeli farmers consume 
almost 10 per cent of the nation’s 
annual conventional fuel supplies. 

In an allempt to lower that figure, 
Israeli scientists are harnessing solar 
energy to replace conventional 
fuels. 

Like other nations, Israel tries to 
maximize solar energy use by im- 
proving insulation in greenhouse 
systems. About half the $00 acres of 
greenhouses in Israel today are 
made of double-layer polyethylene 
that reduces heat loss by 20 to 30 


“per cent compared to traditional 


“ore-layer houses. 


, But Israel has also developed 

- greenhouse systems that utilize the 
excess solar energy of the daylime 
to keep the greenhouses warm at 
night, climinating the need for 
heating systems based on conven- 
tional fuels. 

One greenhouse develuped at the 
Volcani Centre for agricultural 
research outside Tel Aviv has large 
water containers at one end with 
nozzles that constantly spray the in- 
side with vapour. The water 
droplets ubsorh the heal in the 
greenhouse during the day, keeping 
the systems cool. After a day of ab- 
sorhing the heat, the water is war- 
mer than sir temperature at night 
and is recirculated to keep the 
greenhouse warm. An experimental 


quarter-acre greenhouse is already 
operating at Tirat Yehuda, near 
Lod. 

The system eliminates the need 
for winter heating in greenhouses 
under most conditions, according to 
Dr. Sheika Segal, a senior 
researcher at the agricultural 
engincering division of the centre. 

But the system leads ta high 
humidity of 80 to 85 per cent, ac- 
ceptuble for household plant nur- 
series, but dumuging for tomatoes 
or roses. 

Another greenhouse system that 
also bases itself on the ability of 
water to retain heat and cold avoids 
the problem of humidity. A team 
working at the desert research in- 
stitule at Sde Boker und affiliated 
with Ben-Gurion University, hus 
developed a greenhouse with 
special double-layered walls. A 
pump drives cold water or a diquid 
filler in between the two layers from 
a reservoir tink buried outside the 
greenhouse. The water cools the 
greenhouse as it is heated by the 
sun. The warmed water runs off inte 
a secund reservoir, At night, the 
process is reversed. The liquid 
heated during the day is pumped 
into the rvof of the greenhouse, 
providing heat but not added 
humidity. As the water cools dawn 
from the night air, it runs off into 
the first reservoir, ready to being 
the process over agiin. 

Solar energy is alsa heing ef- 
ficiently used for greenhouses in 
Sloped areus where conventional 
agriculture is particularly difficult. 


The greenhouses are especially 
designed for southern slopes to 
allow them to catch maximum 
sunlight. An experimental 
greenhouse ut Givat Hananya in the 
central Galilee, with its entire roof 
sloped at a 2 degree angle, has up- 
ped the yield of roses by 30 per cent 
because of increased light intensity, 
according to Segal. 

The disadvantages of sloped 
greenhouses are that they are more 
difficult to heat uniformally and 
hard to muneuver within, Segal said. 


ISRAEL'S sunny climate allows it 
ta make good use of solar energy 
even without Lhese experiments. 
While it takes eight tons of conven- 
tional fuel for European countries 
to praduce a ton of oul-of-scason 
greenhouse fruils and vegetables, it 
takes Israel half a ton of fuel to raise 
winter tomatoes, strawberries und 
peppers that can be grown under 
plastic or in greenhouses with 
minimal heating. 

Solar energy is only one of many 
Stralegies Israeli agricultural cx- 
Pers have pursued tu reduce energy 
sis. A majer problem for the 
Israeli farmer is the high cost of 
irrigation in Israel, whieh accounts 
for almost half the energy consump.

Work force grows, but unemployment rises | Israeli banks flourish abroad

The country’s work force grew by 
25,000) in the first nine months of 
1981, to reach |, 276,000, Deputy 
Lubour Minister Benzion Rubin 
told the Knesset last week. 

Rubin reported this net increase 
of 2 per cent in delivering the 
government's statement on the state 
of employment. 


He itemized the increases in 
various sectors: industry — 2 per 
cent; commerce, services, food and 
hospitulity — 4,4; finances and per- 
sonal services — 8.7; public services 


-- 31. 
This was offset by the following 
decreases: agricullure — 3.1 per 


cent; construction — 2; personal 
services — 4.1, 
‘The statement and the debate 
:- that followed were scheduled by the 
government at the suggestion of the 


Knesset presidium that a session be 
devoted to discussing the subject in 
its totality, instead of constantly 
reacling τὸ daily developments per- 
taining to the currently increasing 
unemployment. 

Rubin reported that about 35,000 
persons had looked for work in each 
month of the stated period, us coni- 
pared with 32,000 a month 
throughout 1980. The number of 
persons out of work six days or 
more a month averuged 14,440, 
compared with 14,344 in the last six 
months of 1980. 

Fifty-five per cent of the job- 
seekers were belween the ages of 18 
and 30. 

Dwelling on the particularly dif- 
ficult unemployment situation in 
the north, Rubin reported, in the 
name of the minister of industry and 
commerce, that plans are in the 
works to create several thousand 
jobs in that area. These will include

new electronics works in Migdal 
Hi'emek, the expansion of several 
factories in Carmel, a new Aircralt 
Industries plant in Kiryat Shmona, 
and 400 jobs at several new plants in 
Upper Nazareth. 

These, he said, are but a few of 
the initiatives that have to be taken 
in anticipation of a pussible sharp 
increase in unemployment this year. 
“We cannol,” he declared, “allow 
ourselves the level of un- 
employment that is considered stun- 
dard in the West. In Israel, with its 
special social problems, that is it 
luxury Unit we cannot afford.” He 
vowed thut the government will 
make “every effort" to prevent the 
unemployment rate from rising 
above the present 5 per cenl. 

He said there are thousands of 
unfilled jobs in industry, construc- 
tion, tourism, agriculture and other 
sectors which Jews are refusing to 
take. '

He said the swift expansion of 
Israeli banks abroad is due to 
saturation of the local market, the 
needs of exporters, the greater 
freedom Israeli banks enjoy outside 
their home country, and tax advan- 
tages. “When you pay the regular 
tax rates on inflationary profits, you 
look for investments on which you 
won't have to pay as much. I don’t 
consider that a criticism of the 
banking industry: it's a criticism of 
our tax system, which levies colossal 
taxes on the banks.”

Finally a clear signal 


THE GOVERNMENT, for the first time this week finuily exhibited 
Some firniness in response to those who would seek to block the final 
withdrawal from the Yamit region, It may be premature to conclude 
from the urmy's eviclion of the “Slop the Withdrawal” squatters at 
Kadesh Barnea that it will he followed by similarly forceful action on 
orders from Defence Minister Ariel Sharon. But for once the military 
authorities were ordered not to offer their other cheek to the foes of 
peace with Egypl, and that must be welcomed. 

The more-or-less official explanation thal went with this show of 
force nevertheless leaves Mr. Shuron’s future plans for civilian 
withdrawal from the area shrouded in something of a mystery. The 
only reason the squatters were evicted forcibly, reporters were given 
to undersland, was that there were no “innocent” seUlers in that far- 
olf location who might get hur

chewed — the new Syrian 
proposal marks a perceptible shift 
in Damuscus’ position, away from 
traditional uncompromising bel- 
ligerency. 

This shift is cleurly related to 
the current UN General Assembly 
emergency debate on the Golan 
annexation law, with Syrin at- 
lempling lo strike u more 
inoderate posture following the 
fuilure of -its extremist line in the ᾿ 
Security Council last month. Bul 
" would also seem to indicate a 
Syrian move towards acceptance 
of the Saudi strategy of trying τὸ J 
isolate Israel diplomatically, by 
floating u programme completely 
Unacceptable to Jerusalem yet sul- 
ficiently “moderate™ to win a 
measure of support in the West. 

With any military option on the 
Golan effectively foreclosed, and 
the prospects (if any) of economic 
smictions undermined by the oil 
glut. the Saudi strategy must have 
seemed to Syria to bring at least 
sume light into the dark tunnel. 
The new Syrian plan is, in a serfse, 
an “amended” version of the 
Saudi scheme: the PLO is given an 
explicitly leading role in the en-

‘Sir, — To those of us who care 
déeply about the relationship of 
American Jewry to both Israel and 
the American people and who are in 
a position of leadership, it has long 
ago become quite obvious that our 
problem is not so much with the 
non-Jewish Americans — most of 
whom are rather sympathetic to 
Israel — but with those segments of 
American Jews whose antagonism 
to the present government of 
Premier Begin has blinded them to 
the grave danger which their vehe- 
ment disagreement with the policy 
and deeds of the government pre- 
sents. This disagreement is voiced in 
the pages of The New York Thnes 
and The Washington Post which 
eagerly seize upon the views of peo- 
ple like Edgar Bronfman and Philip 
Kjutznick, ; 

Certainly when leaders of Labour 
come to the United States and 
publicly accuse Mr. Begin of 
destroying the democratic process 


in Israel, it is litle wonder that the 
Arubists in the State Department 
and the media use these politically 
Motivated statements to heap abuse 
upon Israel; abuse which finally 
caused Mr, Begin to explode 
justifiably and to the gloomy delight 
of the grass roots of American Jews. 
A notable and laudable exception

POLAND AND THE JEWISH PEOPLE 


To the Editer of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — | should like to refer to the 
recent letter by E. Salzman of 
Ramat Hasharon, in which he asks 
why Israel should display solidarity 
with Poland, given the historical 
Polish guilt in the persecution of 
Jews. The answer is, of course, that 
Israel, and Jews everywhere, do not 
hate their enemies. Instead they 
identify with people under the heel 
of Russian communism, because 
they themselves have suffered. In 
this allribute of generosity of spirit 
and forgiveness of enemies, Jews 
are often more “Christian” than the 
Christians, whose Jewish founder 
urged these virtues on His fol- 
lowers. 

For the rest of the world, 
hgwever, and Christians in par- 
ligular, Lhe shoe is on the other foot. 
Christians, - especially those who 
have any awareness al all of the 
history of anti-Semitism in Poland, 
should be particularly careful about 
indiscriminate rushing to the 
defence of the Poles as if they were 
entirely innocent. When we read of 
the internees at the beginning of the 
martial law in Poland being made to 
stand in freezing weather and then, 
even, having cold water sprayed on 
them, one cannot help but 
Temember that the same thing was 
done, by Poles, to Jews in con- 


centration camps. And worse. And 
we are required to pause and 
wonder at the inscrutable ways in 
which God tries to bring His 
children into wn awareness of their 
own faults. 

What E. Salzman did not happen 
to mention was that, unlike Ger- 
many which at least made public 
ucknowledgement of its guilt in the 
Holocaust and paid reparations 
afler a fashion as a symbolic public 
responsibility (not that anyone as- 
sumes for ἃ moment that such a 
debt can really be paid) — the 
Polish nation has at no time made 
any such gesture. And because of 
not making il, they are the more 
easily prone to fall into the same 
foult again. Of course, they have 
been held behind the Iron Curtain 
ever since (he war, and perhaps un- 
able to make any such gestures, as a 
nation. But there is one son of 
Poland who is free — and who os a 
spiritual leader should, if any Pole 
could, be able to face the possibility 
that Poland is under the judgment 
of God for its crimes against the 
People of the Promise. If he, the 
Polish Pope, were to come to 
Jerusalem as a pilgrim and a peni- 
tent, he in his own person could lift 
the onus on his people.

UNIVERSITY PROGRAMMES IN ENGLISH 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sit, — The resolution which was 
passed by the 23rd National conven- 
tion does not envisage ‘the e¢s- 
tablishment of an English language 
university in Israel,” as reported by 
you on January 26, but calls on 
Israel's five existing universilics to 
commence three year under- 
graduate programmes in English 
leading to a B.A. degree, with 
Hebrew as a second language. 
Language is the major obstacle in 
attracting more overseas students 
today. We are confident that such 
programmes would appeal to at 
least one per cent of America's 
500,000 Jewish university students. 

The special departments or 
schools for overseas students should 
become self-supporting based on an 
all-inclusive cost of $6,000 (15100.- 
000) per student per yeur, which is 
less than students pay in most 


American universities and includes 
the price of annual round-irip 
flights 10 the U.S. 

Rather than establishing a new 
university, the plan is also aimed at 
strengthening Israel's institutions of 
higher learning, utilizing their over- 
capacity in many depurtments and 
opening up more jobs for academics 
from fsrael and the West. 

The Jewish Agency found that 
more than 40 per cent of torcign 
students stay in israel or return here 
to settle. Thousands of students are 
today attending European univer- 
sities where they can complete their 
studies in English. With the present 
low aliya and high yerida, our 
primary concern should be for more 
olim. Hebrew will follow naturally.
